De Queenes Maieſtie conſidering the euil diſpoſition offundzp 
| her Sublects, to keepe the ancient oꝛders ſoꝛ abſtinence from 
8 eating ot lleſh, al well in the time of Lent, as vpon other vſuall 


hereof doeth oz may belong, ſtratghtly to ſee the ſame well and duely obſerued. Willing and com- 
manding them in the Nameof Almightie God,befoze whom they ſhall anſ were foꝛ their particu⸗ 
lar charges, and as thep will alſo anſ were to her Maieſtie foꝛ their apparant contempt oz nealt- 
gence, that they doe not either by their owne example, oz by lacke ok execution ol their authoꝛitp. 
permit ſuch licentious and carnall diſoꝛder, in contempt of God and man, and onely to the ſatif- 
kaction ot deuiliſh and carnall appetite, to bee ſuffered vnpuniſhed. Ind becauſe the maner of 
the execution hereofin the Citie and Suburbes of London and wellminſter, ſhall giue good ex⸗ 
ample to the reſt ofthe Realme: her Maieſtie by this preſent Pꝛoclamation ſtraightlp comman⸗ 
deth and chargeth the Maioꝛ of her ſaid Citie , and the Steward and pꝛincipall officers of weſt⸗ 
minſter, that no Butcher, Poulter, noꝛ Mictualler, hall at anytime hcreafter kill, oꝛ ſell, cauſe to 
be killed oꝛ ſolde within the ſaid Citie, oꝛ the Suburbs, oꝛ within meſtminſter, oꝛ the iuriſdiction 
thereof, anpfleſß, betweene Shꝛektuelday, and the Tueſday next after Palme Sunday: noz 
that any Table keeper, Inholder, Gictualler, oꝛ any other perſon that neepeth anphouſe whereto 
any perſons doe oꝛ ſhall reſoꝛt koꝛ meate and d2inſie foz their money, noꝛ any other perſon reſiding 
within the ſame places, ſhall dꝛeſſe, oꝛ ſuffer, oꝛ conſent to be dꝛeſſed, oꝛ eate, oꝛ ſuffer to be eaten, 
any fleſh within any of their houſes in Lent time, oꝛ vpon any Fiſh dap, vpon patne that euer 
perſon and perſons that ſhall offend contrary to this oꝛder, ſhall fozfcite and pay to her Highneſſe 
fo: cucryſuchoffence , twentie pounds, the one halfe to be diſpoſed by their Church wardens, to 
their pooꝛe people inhabiting the Pariſh where the offence ſhalbe found, 3 the other to her High⸗ 
neſſe vſe, as in like caſe is oꝛdered. And belides, il the perſon offending bee a Citizen, he ſhall by 
the Maioꝛ and his bꝛethꝛen without delap bee immediately koꝛ euer diſfranchiſed: and beeing a 
Table keeper oꝛ Uictualler, vtterly diſabled in anpplace to vſe the ſame trade. And ik hee bee no 
Citizen, then he ſhall ouer and beſides the ſaide fozfeiture, haue foꝛ euerp ſuch offence ten dayes 
impꝛiſonment without baple: and ik the partic offending, be not able to pay the ſaide fozfeiture, 
immedtatly vpon pꝛooke made of the offence committed, the ſame ſhall foꝛ cuery ſuch offence ſtand 
one market day in the market time openly vpon the Pilloꝛie, during the ſpace of ſixe houres. And 
alſo that euery Alderman koꝛ the time being, within his warde,ſhall twiſe inthe Lent time cauſe 
an inquirie and pꝛeſentment to bee made by the othes of rii. honeſt and ſubſtantiall Citizens of 
euerp warde, being no Butchers, Poulters, common Uictuallers,no2 Table licepers, what per⸗ 
ſons haue oꝛ doe offende in cating,killitzg,o2 ſelling of fleſh within that warde,wherofthe one in- 
quirie ſhalbe the $Punday after Midlent Sunday, and the other in the wecke next befoze Eaſter, 
and that in the choyle of the perſons which ſhall ſo enquire, good regard be had, that they be ſuch 
as bee beſt diſpoſed to finde out, and trucly to pꝛeſent ſuch offences without any reſpect of perſons, 
And alſo that the Maioꝛ with his bꝛethꝛen cauſe once euery foꝛtnight pꝛiuie ſearch to be made by 
honeſt a truſtie perſons,of the houſes of all Butchers, Poulters, Cable hecpers, Tauerners, Qic- 
tuallers, and other ſuſpected houſes, foꝛ the better vnderſtanding whether they oꝛanpok them do 
offend in the pꝛemiſſes: and that if they ſhall ſinde either by this ſearch, oꝛ by any lawlull pꝛoole 
bꝛought befoze them, any perſon to haue offended, that then immediatly they cauſe the offenders to 
be punithed, as is aboue expꝛeſſed, without fauour,affection,oz reſpect ofperſon. Che line oꝛder to 
be kept by the diſcretion ofthe Ste ward oꝛ head officers in weſtminſter, as the caſe ſhall require, 


And it is further o:dered andcommanded, that aſwell the ſapde Maioꝛ, as alſoeuery ofthe ſaid 
Aldermen, and the principal off:cers ofthe liberties of weſtminſter, hall yeerely certifie vnto 
her Highneſſe Court of Chancerie, boſoꝛe the firſt day ol Eaſter Terme, vpon paine ol one hun⸗ 
dꝛed pounds, what euery of them hath done in the execution of the pzemilles, vnder their hands 
and ſeales, to the intent that her Highneſſe thereby map conſider what diligence oꝛ negligence 
(hall be vſed in the execution hereof, that thereupon oꝛder map bee taken with eyery of them ac- 
coꝛding to their deſerts, | 

Pꝛouided alwapes, that this oꝛder extend not to punich anyperſon that by the Lawes Cccleſt- 
aſticall and Tempoꝛall of this Kealme, koꝛ needfull and iuſt conſiderations bee permitted to ſell, 
ill, oꝛ cate fleſh. And foz the better intelligence of perſons licenced vpon reaſonable andneceſſa- 
rie cauſe, that none other may be coloured therebp: it is oꝛdered and commaunded, that euerp 
perſon hauing any licence, ſhall yeerely the firſt Sunday of Lent, notifiethe ſame to the Alder- 
man of the warde within any Citie, and tothe Curate of the Pariſh, oz to one ot them at the 
leaſt, where he dwelleth, and intendeth to take the benefite ofthe diſpenſation, oz els the diſpen⸗ 
ſation to be vopde. This maner oꝛ the like oꝛder, her Maieſtie commaundeth to bee obſerued, as 
nigh as the ſame map be, in all places thꝛough her Kealme, with like penalty, and ſpeciallp in 
all coꝛpoꝛate Townes: from which Townes coꝛpoꝛate, being ſcituate within Crl. miles of Lon⸗ 
don, her Maieſties pleaſure is, that Certificate in koꝛme afozeſatd be made into her Maieſties 
Chauncerp, at the furtheſt befoze the ſecond returne of Eaſter Terme, vpon paine of one hun⸗ 
dꝛed pounds, to be leuted to her Maieſties vſe, vpon the ſaid coꝛpoꝛation ſo making default: and 
from all other co:po:ations being farther diſtant, Certificate is to be made, as is afo:eſatd, befoze 
the laſt dap of Eaſter Terme, vpon like penaltie. And foz the better obſeruation hereof, her Ma⸗ 
ieſtie requireth, a in Gods name chargeth all Biſhops,Curates,and other Cccieſtaſtical perſons, 
hauing the cure ot ſouleg oꝛ the charge of pꝛeaching to exhoꝛt and perkwede in their Sermons, 
the people to koꝛbeare this carnall licence and boldneſſe to bzeake mon oꝛder, and to let them 
plainly vnderſtand the great dangers of the wꝛath of Almighty God, ih it hath and wil alwares 
light vpon ſuch rebcliſous and obſtinate people, that moꝛe regard their bellies and appetites, 
then temperance andobedience. 

And becauſe her Maieſtie would that this Pꝛoclamation ſhould haue continuance :her Pa⸗ 
ieſtie chargeth all Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, and other head officers,to whom appertaineth the publi⸗ 
cation oł this oꝛ like Pꝛoclamations, that this be pꝛoclaimed fooꝛthwilh in euer place vſuall, 
and peerelp bee pꝛoclaimed hereafter, vpon ſuch market dapes as ſhall in any place next goe be⸗ 
foꝛe the firſt weeke of Lent: and that in cuezy Leete at Caſter, inquiſition be made of the execu⸗ 


tion hereof.
